Highway Paving Projects; 
Five Gaps To Be Surfaced 


MONTGOMERY, Apr, 24,—-Wid-

tor C, J. Sherlock, Jr, 

The highway director's an- 
nouncement followed the making 
public of award by the State De- 
partment’s request and instance, 
of contracts for paving with bi- 
tuminous material a total of 265.1 
miles of road, at a cost of $470,- 
232.12, in the Counties of Coffee, 
Marengo, Dale, Tallapoosa, Bl- 
more, Talladega, Fayette, Lamar, 
Monroe, Washington, Escambia, 
Russell, Crenshaw, Barbour, Hen- 
ry, Wilcox and Randolph, 

In repaving the Montgomery- 
Birmingham Highway, shoulders 
vill be widened to 58 feet, and 
two feet will be added to the paved 
Surface on each side, increasing: 
the present width of 18 feet, to 22 
feet. No attempt will be made to 
repair from 70 to 75 miles of con- 
crete paving on this road, which 
is cracked, uneven and rapidly dis- 
integrating under modern heavy 
motor-traffic conditions, 

Work of relocating the Bee Line 
section between the Pea River and 
Ariton, for which surveys were 
made far in advance, is even now 
well under way, it was revealed 
by the Highway Director, who said 
county road forces had been at 
work on the project for the past 
five months, grading, draining and 
building fills, There will be no 
bridges on the relocated section, 
be said, fills and culverts being 
employed throughout, 

Straightening of the Orion-Troy 
fection will, Mr. Sherlock remark- 
ed, “come later,” as will the elim- 
ination of a series of curves in the 
paved highway between Fort De- 
posit and Greenville,

Farms will be allowed $6.00 an 
ecre for planting kudzu during 
1939. This payment will come out 
of their soil building allowance 
for the year, The approved meth- 
od of planting is to set the erowns 
in rows 10 feet apart and 10 feet 
apart in the drill, thereby requir 
ing 435 plants per acre, However, 
the Soil Conservation Service has 
been very successful in setting the 
crowns on the terrace rows about 
10 feet apart and cultivating the 
remainder of the land between the 
terraces, 

Manuare and basie slag plus cul 
tivation will aid quite a lot toward 
getting this plant started, It 
usually requires two to three years 
to get a good growth of kudzu. 
However, when once established it 
ctfers the greatest potential pos- 
sibility of any plant known in the 
Southeast for grazing and stop- 
ping the land from washing away.

COTTON CHOPPING—Most of] cotton is about half a leg high and 


our neighbors ave about ready to 
chop their cotton while some of 
them have already done quite a 


bit of chopping. I like the fellow 
Who is ahead of the crowd in most 
thing's but I do not like the ideg 
of chopping my cotton too early, 
It is mighty fine to be up with 
your farm work and it is also very 
jratifying to be ahead of the oth- 
er boys in the community but 1 
Coubt that it is best to be too fast 
chopping of your cotton, 
I have learned by experience that 
I can lose heavily by being too fast 
with my cotton chopping, Away 
back in the old days we chopped 
our cotton for the purpose of thin- 
ring it down to one stalk to the 
hil! and to place the hills about 
two feet apart. In those days we 
needed distance if we were to 
make a good yield of cotton, In 
this modern we do not, or 
should not, follow that plan, We 
must now leave two or three stalks 
ef cotton to the hill and we try to

After your cot- 
ton has begun to take on a real 
growth you will be safe in thin- 
ning it out but I would not call 
it chopping. I would suggest that 
you leave your cotton thick or thin 
according to the richness of your 
If your soil is very thin you 
Should leave your cotton very 
thick and if your soil is fertile 
it should be thinned to a stand. 
We only get a few bolls on the 
bottom of each stalk and we have 
found that we can get more bolls 
from many stalks than we can 
from a few stalks. On the poorest 
land you should leave two or three 
stalks to each hill and the hills 
should be about eight inches apart.

cide just how many stalks of cot- 
ton you should have in a row one 
hundred feet long and then count 
the stalks to see what you do 
have, You will generally find that 
you have less than one-third of a 
sland, Now is the time to prevent 
this oceurrence and the writer is 
hoping that every one of you will 
get on the job. 
* * * t * 

COTTON AND SODA —I'm a 
great believer in using soda 
around my cotton, Uhless you use 
soda you cannot get the best re- 
sults from your cotton. I can 
inake cotton without soda and one 
cf my tenants is doing so every 
year but I do not believe he is 
doing the best thing. Now is the 
time to use your soda and unless 
you do use it early you cannot get 
the best results. You should bar 
your cotton off just as early as 
you can and then get ready to put 
cut the soda, Put out the soda 
and side your cotton up before you 
even think about thinning it out, 
T like to side my cotton right be- 
hind the one who is putting out 
the soda. I do not believe it wise 
to put all your soda. out at one 
time as the baby plants cannot eat 
or use all the soda at one time. 
The small cotton stalks need only 
& small amount of soda and 1 
would advise you to feed the plants 
as they grow. About 50 pounds 
of soda to the acre js all you will 
need if you wil! put it close to the 
cotton stalks so the roots will 
reach it at once. After your cot- 
fon is about one foot high you 
should give it the second applica- 
tion. I would suggest that you 
tse about 100 pounds to the acre 
this time and that you also use 
ehout 50 pounds of potash. ‘This 
application should be put out 
about 70 days from the time you 
think the boll weevils will be claim- 
ing your patch. About the first 
of June is as late as you should 
wait to put out your second ap- 
plication of soda. If you put it 
all out at the present time it will 
be exhausted in 70 days and you 
will not have the use of the soda 
at the very time you will need it 
most. If you do not agree with 
me on this plan suppose you try a 
few acres or even a few rows and 
then do as your judgment tells 
ebout it. T have tried it and I’m 
convinced that this plan is about 
the best to be found, I might add 
further that you should study your 
own problem of fertilizing your 
cotton and you should use soda 
according to the fertility of your 
field and according to the amount 
of phosphate and potash used or 
te be used. You cannot make cot- 
ton with soda alone. Your fertiliz- 
er must be intelligently balanced.

PAUL CROSSES INTO EUROPE 


LESSON THXT—Acts 15:30; 16:4-15, 

GOLDEN 0 —And after he had 
ween the vision, immediately we endeay- 
ored to go into Macedonia,—Acts 16:10, 


Guidance is the moment by mo- 
ment need of every man and wom- 
an, boy and girl, The whole of 
life calls for decisions, many of 
which look quite innocent and un- 
important, but upon which the des- 
tiny of an entire life may turn, Who 
does not recall the poet's lament 
over the want of an ordinary horse- 
shoe nail which resulted in the loss 
of the shoe, which disabled the 
horse, whose rider was lost, with 
the result that the battle went 
against his people. 

Since the great issues of life may 
turn on the simplest of choices, we 
need guidance at every point in life, 
This need has been recognized by 
those who would make merchandise 
of their neighbors. Quacks and 
charlatans offer guidance by every 
method, from reading the palm, 
looking at the stars, or consulting 
the spirits, to those smug enter- 
prises which pose as spiritual and 
talk much of prayer, but which do 
not honor the name of Christ nor 
recognize Him as Redeemer and 
Lord. 

One of the glories of the Christian 
faith 1s that the believer is indwelt 
by the third person of the Trinity, 
the Holy Spirit Himself, who is 
ready and willing to give divine 
guidance in every detail of life from 
the smallest to the greatest, 


We study today the coming of the 
gospel into Europe, and that means 
through our forefathers to America, 
We consider what from our view- 
point was a crucial point in the his- 
tory of the Church. Thanks be to 
God that His servant Paul was in 
that hour obedient to the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit. Observe that 
the gospel came to Europe 


I, By Providential Hindrance (15; 
36; 16:4-8), 

Not only the steps, but also the 
stops of a good man are ordered of 
the Lord. That is not an easy les- 
son to learn, We may be as much 
in the will of the Lord when all of 
our efforts seem to be thwarted as 
when they prosper, Let us not for- | 
get it. 

Paul had set out on a second jour- 
ney to carry out a follow-up cam- 
paign in the cities where he had al- 
ready preached. This was a good 
plan and had God’s blessing (see 
vy. 5). But soon we find that word 
“forbidden” (v. 6) and then “suf- 
fered not’ (y. 7). The Holy Spirit 
began to close doors to the gospel 
preacher, Now what? Shall he go 
on in determined self-will? Or shall 
he become discouraged and embit- 
tered in his soul? No, let him wait, 
for God is guiding him by provi- 
dential hindrance, which is soon to 
be followed 


II, Ly Divine Guidance (16:9, 10). 

The Spirit spoke to Paul in a 
vision revealing the divine purpose 
that the gospel should go over into 
Macedonia, The Spirit leads in our 
day, possibly not by visions, but by 
impelling inward prompting com- 
plemented and checked by the 
teaching of Scripture and by provi- 
dential circumstances, and a man 
may know what is the will of God. 


A word of caution is needed at 
this point. Some earnest Christian 
people go astray by projecting their 
own desires and purposes into the 
place where they come to regard 
them as the will of God, and thus 
do themselves and others, and 
Christianity itself much harm. The 
three things already mentioned 
should agree—(1) the inner prompt- 
ing of the Spirit, (2) the teaching of 
God’s Word, and (3) God's hand in 
our outward circumstances. 


WH. Through a Faithful Witness 
(vv. 11-14), 


The gospel came to Europe be- 
cause Paul and his fellow workers 
were faithful to their calling, When 
God led, they went to Macedonia 
(vv. 11, 12), where they sought out 
those who were in the place of 
prayer (v. 13). Paul spoke to them 
about Christ (v, 14). It is one thing 
to have a vision, it is another thing 
to be obedient to that vision (Acts- 
26:19). There are some who talk 
much of their consecration to God, 
but who give little evidence of it. 
The little girl was right (though her 
grammar was wrong) when she 
said, “It’s better to walk your talk 
than to talk your wall.” 

IV. Through a Receptive Heari 
(vv. 14, 15), 

God sent an obedient messenger 
to the place where He had a pre- 
pared heart (y. 14), Space forbids 
much reference to this godly, suc- 
cessful business woman and house- 
mother, but we do note that she 
not only received the Word of God 
into her own heart, but at once 
gave herself to the task of Passing 
it on, The first thing she could do 
was to give aid and comfort to the 
messenger of the truth, and she did 
that at once. Be assured that from 
that day on she did all she could 
to prosper the 80spel on its way 
through Europe and to the ends of 
the earth, Have we done likewise?
